The ceremony of laying the oorner-stone of
Mr. Joseph Pulitzer's new bnilaing at the cor-
ner of Park Row and Frankfort stroet, the new
home of Tur Wonrp, took place this afternoon.

The skies were bright and elear and the day
suspicions. Platforms were laid this morning
just ineide the walls upon the monster iron
framework of the struoture, for Park How at
this point is one of the bugiest thoronghfares of
NewYork. thourands of peovle pnasing honrly,

A canopy was ralsad over the first floor of the
ptrocture, and bere assembled the guests lnvited
to witness the ceremony. Capt. Carpenter, of
the Oak street station, with fitty-five policomen
nnder Sergt. McGaban, handled the immense
erowd that gutherad in Park Row and Frankfort
strect,
